FINALIZE PROGRAM. SINCE MAJORITY OF FLIGHTS TO BERLIN 

FROM KOELN AND DUESSELDORF ARE SHOWN IN INTERNATIONAL AIR- 
LINE GUIDE AS "PENDING GOVERNMENT APPROVAL," GAGE AND 
STROTHER WILL RESERVE AIR FRANCE 752 DEPARTING COLOGNE AT 
1540 AND ARRIVING BERLIN AT 1640. IF CONFIRMATION CAN BE
